Mis¬ 
souri, with Illinois, Iowa and Kansas bordering upon her, 
and ail surpassing her decidedly, in population, produc¬ 
tions of the soil and the workshop, splendour of cities, 
capacity of steam navies, institutions of learning, eonld 
not fail, finally, to rid himself of the foul incumbrance 
that dwarfed and cursed him. The Ruffians have now 
work to do at home as well as abroad, and they have to 
contend with all that is excellent in tbe progression of tbe 
people, and all that is suggestive in sunlight. The style 
in which they are met at home, will be seen in the follow¬ 
ing paragraphs from an article on Emancipation in the 
Missouri Democrat 

“ Viewing the question as a subject of State policy, we will 
venture to say that it is the grandest ever propounded to the 
people. If it were affirmed in a constitutional convention, and 
thoroughly carried ont without any violation of vested rights; 
Missouri, m a ft.w years subsequent to its consummation, would 
be the foremost State on the American continent. Papulation 
would flow in from alt sides, were the barrier of negro slavery 
once removed, and in place of 80,000 slaves we should huve 
80.000 white men, which, in addition to the population we 
should have at that time, would give us at once an aggregate 
of two millions. 

“ Is Missouri ambitions of political power ?—a power which 
is slipping away from the South—the mode of acquiring it is 
found. We are not rash enough to attempt a description of 
our condition if the element of free labour were introduced. 
The earth would give up its hidden treasures at its bidding as 
the sea would give up its dead; and the soil would bloom more 
luxuriantly than if ,it drank tbe dews of Hebron nightly; ten 
thousand keels would vex oar rivets, towns along their banks 
would grow into cities, and St. Louis would soon unite in itself 
the attributes of the greatest commercial, manufacturing, and 
literary metropolis in tbe world. Let it be remembered that 
we have every inanimate element of wealth and power within 
onr limits, and that we require only labour—free labour—for we 
need not say that servile labour is inadequate .” 

The Central Advocate, Methodist organ, of Missouri, 
comes out cautiously in favour of Emancipation. It 
speaks in highly eulogistic terms of the discussion of the 
Emancipation question in the Missonri Legislature, and 
“ would deplore any strife or vicious feeling,” sees “ no 
necessity for strife among neighbours and fellow-citizens ” 
in tbe discussion of even the slavery question. The Ad¬ 
vocate has the assurance to believe slavery a great evil, 
aDd desires its removal. We quote the paragraphs in 
i which its position is defined : 

“ We are not willing to acknowledge the free, intelli¬ 
gent citizens of Missouri incapable of free discussion, even 
of this subject, without vicious strife. * * * 

“ Other State* of our glorious confederacy have eman¬ 
cipated, and the civilized world commend them; why 
may not we? Is there less of intelligence, less morality 
less love of order with us than with them ? 

“ But there are other, and higher, and holier considera¬ 
tions which lead ns to desire—if in God’s providence it 
may be accomplished — emancipation. We believe 
slavery to be a ‘ great evil,’ and cannot, therefore, so long 
as we have a heart to feel for others’ woes—a Christian 
heart—cease to desire the removal of the evil. * * 

“ In the attitude this subject is here assuming, an atti¬ 
tude as it shonld be, given it by our own people and re¬ 
presentatives, uninfluenced by foreign elements, there are 
just these two views which may be taken, these two po¬ 
sitions assumed : Slavery as it exists amoDg us is either 
an evil or a blessing ; if the former, let it be abolished, if 
the latter, let it be fostered. 

“ Let ns bave no dodging, no side issues rung in. The 
scheme by which this is to be effected, in all its details, 
can by the wisdom of our statesmen and philanthropists 
be wrought out in due time ; and the means necessary to 
the accomplishment of so grand and glorious a consum¬ 
mation—a consummation over which Christian men and 
angels would shout—can be secured. 

“ In this wc would not, were we now ready for it, stiff , 
ourselves to dictate, bnt would simply suggest, that sii.i 
Methodist Episcopal Church, with other evange 1 ; , !

The Senate on Tuesday passed, by 25 to 4, a resolution 
declaring the emancipation of slaves in that State not 
only impracticable but any movement toward it impolitic, 
unwise and unjust, and that it should be discountenanced 
by the people. 

The House yesterday passed the Senate’s resolution 
against the emancipation of slaves, by a vote of 107 to 9.

He was, indeed, a veritable negro, a native American- 
African, bearing the negro characteristics in unmitigated 
degree. Yes, my path was actually crossed, not merely 
by tbe uncommon visitation of a black man, but by an 
actual fugitive slave; by a Man, now free on free soil, as 
it were, at my own door—a man who had taken possession 
of his own body, borne it off from the new “ Old Domi¬ 
nion ” to the free Old Country. He was young, about 
thirty, of middle height, well-mannered and pleasant of 
speech, communicative and well clad; had been “ the 
property ” of the late proprietor of the Exchange Hotel, 
Richmond, Virginia, upon whose death, this, his servant, 
bad been sold. The crisis of this man’s fate was, that he, 
a home-born servant, had been sold, not to a Richmond 
gentleman or merchant, but to one of those earth-polluting 
reptiles, a dealer—sold to a vile go-between, to be used 
or abased he knew not how or whither. Through what 
opening a ray of light entered his prison-house of Rich¬ 
mond, may not now be told ; suffice to say, he might he 
free, and desired it rather than the dread unknown before 
him. He had the courage and the opportunity to become 
free, and lord of himself; and so, as I observed to him, 
“ The dealer, then, lost some 8800 by you.” “ Eleven, 
sir,” he replied, with a quiet smile. How, it may not be 
told, bnt he reached New York, and, shameful to the 
State, and most opprobrious that it should have to be 
said, “ was afraid to remain there! ” “ Did not then 
know about Canada, nor tbat there were those in New 
York who would have cared for and advised him.” So 
he came to England by tbe * * * the last, voyage 
she made last year, the captain and the steward giving 
him twenty-five shillings at the end of the voyage. 

His answers to my next questions were curious, and, as 
I suppose, characteristic of the negro. Why had he not 
Mught advice and employment at Southampton; there 
was Joseph Clark, and a host of others who would have 
befriended him ? But “ he had heard of London, and how 
the Queen lived there, and he thought he should like to 
go; ” and m this child of a large growth trudged off, first 
to old, old Winchester, in Hampshire, the burial place of 
Alfred—then over tbe “ Downs ” (those wide spreading 
chalk hills, covered with short tliymy tart; and dotted 
with flocks of sheep, with here and there solemn tumuli, 
beneath which rest the bones of Saxon and of Dane, of 
Roman and Briton),and so on to vast, dim London ; aDd 
then, as if a veritable pleasure-hunting tourist, to regal 
WindMr in Berkshire. Here our fugitive was arrested 
and confined, and cruelly scourged; the marks of which 
were visible enough upon hia person. Yes, tell it not in 
Gath or Gotham, here, on loyal towered Tbanna, beneath 
tbe shadows of the castle itself! Vain tbat he had escaped 
from the gloomy shadow of the grim Moloch Idol set up 
at Washington,’'and called Law, as if it were indeed tbat 
“ Image of God ; ” vain that he bad escaped from an un¬ 
sanctified, servile and dangerous soil, and from the hands 
of base myrmidons, those slaves ot slaves and lowest of the 
low, who, for a dollar, or ip gratuitous and unnatural 
baseness, would arrest, arraign ami re-consign to per- 
petnal bondage! It was not a Boston Rendition, but a 
Windsor arrest. O, shame to Victoria and to Britain ! 

In very truth, he was seized by the small-pox, aDd was 
consigned to tbat other Windsor Castle, the Windsor 
Union. 

“ Nobody,” he said, “ could be so kind as were the 
master and tbe chaplam, except it was the matron;” 
this be repeated with emphasis. lie should bave staid in 
Windsor, and would have been helped to a situation there, 
but for the small-pox. He had been furnished with a 
strong leather portfolio, supplied with small books, and 
so, as a kind of colporter, had pursued his travels ; bad 
just been to fashionable Leamington, in Warwickshire, 
aud had come from it by way of old Puritan Banbnrv, in 
Oxfordshire, the native soil and burial-place of Ben. 
Frankliu’s forefathers, and so to the point where I had 
foregathered with him. He was quite comfortably clad 
—“ Dr. Hester had given him this coat.” He could not 












read nor write; but “ a gentleman who kept a drog-store I 
where he had gone for some carry (very un-English that), 
had offered to teach him if he remained here through the 
Winter ” I tod no difficulty in identifying my benevo¬ 
lent friend of the “ drug-store.” 

Thus, in brief, of this man, enfranchised by virtue of 
British soil. I would have fixed him in this locality, but 
he did not greatly incline to this fixity ; it was evident 
that, emulating the virtues of his superiors, and under the 
influence of a desire, more or less enlightened, he wished 
to enjoy and improve himself by travel; and travel he 
will, spreading, among the curious inquirers everywhere, 
useful knowledge, strange and true, respecting the United 
States and transatlantic institutions. 

SLAVE-CATCBING VS. STATE SOVEREIGNTY. 

From The Milwaukee Free Democrat, Feb. 9. 

The public mind is familiar with the history of the 
slave prosecutions which grew out of the escape or J oshua 
Glover, on the 11th of March, 1854. The decision of 
our Supreme Court, pronouncing the Fugitive Slave act, 
on which these prosecutions were founded, unconstitu¬ 
tional and void, was hailed with more universal approval 
than any decision of any court in this country, and there 
is no question that the people ofWiscousin are resolved 
to sustain the decision of our court at all times, and at all 
hazards, whenever called upon to do so. 

The effect of that decision upon us personally, was to 
release us, for the time, from the fine and imprisonment 
imposed upon ns by the decree of Judge Miller. But the 
civil suit was prosecuted to judgment in Judge Miller’s 
Court, despite the decision of our Supreme Court; and 
our printing press and fixtures are levied on and adver¬ 
tised to be sold two weeks from this day, at 10 o’clock in 
the forenoon, to satisfy the claim of the slave-catcher, his 
officers and attornies, for the sum of $1,400, and the costs 
of sale. It remains to be seen, whether the decision of 
our Supreme Court, over which there has been so much 
rejoicing, has any vitality Or force. Whether the pro¬ 
perty of our citizens can be taken and sold under a void 
law. Whether the sovereignty of the State can be set 
at nought and be trampled under foot by slave-catchers 
and their agents, with impunity. Whether the State has 
the power and the will to protect its citizens from fine and 
imprisonment, and the confiscation of their property, 
under void and unconstitutional enactments. 

If our printing press can b.e sold to reward the slave- 
catcher for his outrage upon Law, Liberty and the Con- 
-titution, and we have no remedy, and the State will not 
iterpose the shield' of its sovereignty to defend us, the 
next step will be our seizure and imprisonment on the 
criminal judgment already declared void by our Supreme 
Court. And the supineness of the people under such an 
outrage upon the rights of the State, the dignity and 
authority of the Supreme Court, the majesty of law and 
their own liberties, would not only justify the organs and 
agents of the Slave Power to proceed to such extremities, 
but would invite further aggression upon the rights of 
property and liberty, and upon Freedom of Speech and 
of the Press. 

The decision of our Supreme Court, in the Glover case, 
is worth something or nothing. It has power to protect 
the property and Liberty of the citizen against the opera¬ 
tions of the unconstitutional enactment called the Fugitive 
Slave act, or it has not. If the property of the citizen 
can be seized and sold by virtue of a void law —that is, by 
no law —why not by virtue of the last year’s Almanac? 
And if the State has no power to protect its citizens 
against such an outrage, by what authority and right 
does it undertake to punish ordinary theft and robbery ? 

We call to mind the spirit and language of the Bepub- 
lican Press, on this subject, two years ago. Was it 
principle or was it policy, which roused it to such stirring 
language and such stern resistance against the attempted 
enforcement of the Fugitive Act, then ? Has the Slave 
Power grown more reasonable and more regardful of our 
liberties, within the last two years? Rather has it not 
committed fresh outrages against Liberty, and shown itself 
more determined than ever, to wage relentless and exter¬ 
minating war upon the rights of the people of the free 
States ? 

This controversy concerns not us alone. Every citizen 
of the State, who values Liberty for himself and his pos¬ 
terity, has a deep interest in its right issue. To-day, the 
Slave Power selects us as its victim. To-morrow, or 
next year, it may seize upon any citizen of Wisconsin, and 
take from him Liberty and property, at the command of 
the vilest slave-hunter. Shall the principle of Liberty be 
established now and forever, on the free soil of Wisconsin, 
or shall our State Sovereignty and our Supreme Court 
be made a nullity, at the dictum of Judge Miller, and 
slave-drivers and slave-catchers let loose their blood¬ 
hounds among us, and clank their handcuffs and chains in 
our ears, as music most befitting a people who have not 
the courage to protect their persons from insult, and their 
liberties from outrage? 

. We subjoin the following extract of a private business 
etter, from a citizen who has held high official station in 
his State, as a sample of the suggestions made to us by 1 
friends of R’rfledom.in different parts of the State 
Tf.I T regret to observe thafcJJou are still »n object of legal 
persecution —that your press and steam engine have been seized 
in execution, and are offered for sale. I trust our State Courts 
will protect von iu tins matter; hilt the annoyances, embar- 
ments and losses which you gave suffered in this affair, 
a first to last, will be far from encouraging on the part of 
tiers, any similar resistance to the enforcement of the infernal 
ngitive Slave enactment. As a matter of public policy and 
lty, now that onr Supreme Court has decided this enactment 
i be unconstitutional and void, onr citizens should be protected 
, their disregard of, and opposition to it; and any and all 
expenses necessarily incident to the defence of those who, in 
his regard, may become objects of Federal persecution or 
osecution, or who may be mulcted in a U. S. Court at the 
it of some slaveowner or driver, should be met by appropri- 
ions of our Legislature, and be paid out of the public 
■easnry. This is my view decidedly. Yours.” 


Several of of the Synods of the New School General 
Assembly, at their la3t Fall meetings passed resolutions 
calling on the General Assembly to instruct the Presby¬ 
tery of South Lexington, Mississippi, to commence pro- 
sess of discipline against Rev. D. W. Holley, who avowed 
himself on the floor of the General Assembly “ a slave¬ 
holder from principle.” Mr. Holley died recently, but 
his mantle has fallen upon others. The Rev. Dr. New¬ 
ton, of Jackson, Mississippi, writing to the Christian 
Observer, says: 

“ I deem it due to the memory of his good name, his unques- 
’ ned piety and eminent services to the church in the salvation 
souls, both of the bond and the free, as well as for the re- 
pect and affection which we bear toward his bereaved family, 
hat some of ns shonld favourably avouch the character and 
induct of onr deceased brother, and say to the Synod or 
eneral Assembly: ‘ If he hath wronged thee, or oweth thee 
lght, pnt that on mine account.’ 

“ Accordingly, I hereby declare that there are to-day one, 
o, three—a half-dozen (and many more) ministers, members 
the several Presbyteries constituting the Synod of Missis- 
lDni who are slaveholders, as Mr. Holley was; and who will 
, as Mr. Holley said, ‘ We are slaveholders from principle.’ 
it is, as Mr. Holley evidently meant, we are slaveholders 
onscientionsly; we do not condemn ourselves for the deed; we 
o not deem slaveholding a sin. 

‘ 1 And I hereby notify the Synod of Genesee and all whom 
may concern, that whenever it is desired, I will give the 
imes and the declarations of ministers, with then- autograph 
ignatures, occupying precisely the same ground as that pro-

Thns is the gauntlet openly and boldly thrown down 
to the next General Assembly. If the professed anti- 
slavery men of that body are really in earnest in this 
matter, they cannot hesitate to take it up. They consti¬ 
tute the large majority of the Assembly. They are 
epenly defied by the slaveholders. Will they have the 
moral courage to meet the issue ? If they do the division 
if their church is inevitable. The slaveholders will not 
submit for one moment to the process of discipline; much 
ess will they submit to a decision which shall pronounce 
them guilty of sin, and call on them to repent and reform, 
rhey deny that they are living in sin, in holding slaves 
‘ from principle.” They hold that it is perfectly innocent 
to buy, sell, own and work their fellow men for gain, 
rhe large majority of the N. S. Presbyterian Church 
profess to believe this kind of slaveholding a heinous sin 
ind scandal. The General Assembly has repeatedly 
leclared it to be such. They must then either meet the 
issue like men, and exercise discipline on the guilty, or they 
must lnglorioosly abandon all their anti-slavery profes¬ 
sions, and come under the control of a mere handful of 
slaveholders. Which will they do ? We have our opi- 
mon on that point, but reserve the expression of it to 
another time. —Free Presby terian.

THE SICK MAN AND THE DOCTORS. 

The Union is in a bad way again. It has had a 
relapse, and relapses, it is well known, are worse than 
the first attack. The doctors are all in consultation—the 
old school ones and the new, but especially the new. The 
case must be a delicate one from the care these practi¬ 
tioners all take to keep the knowledge of its true situation 
from the patient. They all unite in assuring it that it is 
in no danger—that it is perfectly well—and not only so, 
but absolutely immortal. We cannot but look upon 
these symptoms as very bad ones. The symptoms of the 
doctors are generally more significant than those of the 
patient. If there be any faith to be placed in doctorial 
diagnosis, the Union must be on its last legs with a*ven- 
geance. 

It is not often that we venture upon a course of Guber¬ 
natorial Messages. A course of mercury is nothing to it. 
But, in the precarious condition of this interesting invalid, 
we felt it to be our duty to run the risk. It is enough to 
say that we survive. Our constitution may have sus¬ 
tained a shock from which it may find it hard to recover ; 
but we shall be consoled by the reflection that it was 
done in the line of our duty. Nearly all these eminent 
practitioners assert that the Union was never so well in 
its life. All who mention the subject (and there are but 
few who venture to pretermit it) agree in the dreadful 
consequences that would follow upon its dissolution. 
The possibility of a enthanagy is denied. Whatever may 
be the condition after death of the sufferer itself, they are 
all perfectly unanimous in the opinion that all of ns would 
go to irremediable destruction in its wake. We have 
not been rash enough to encounter all the Messages of all 
the Governors. No man conld do that and live. We 
have confined ourselves chiefly to the ones administered 
by those of the Republican school of practice. And it is 
mainly from the way in which they have made up their 
prescriptions that we have come to the melancholy con¬ 
clusion above stated. There? is but one, The Governor 
of Michigan, in whose Message we did not detect the 
word Union. We may have overlooked it. We hope 
we have, for we should be sorry to have pnt on record so 
clear a case of mal-practice. 

But, besides these exalted practitioners, a host of lesser 
ones have undertaken the case all over the country. 
These generally unite with their, trade of Union-patchers 
that of editors of newspapers. The attack which the 
Union had at Worcester last month has aroused all their 
anxieties anew and given a fresh edge to their zeal. As 
to those who sat at the feet of the regular members of 
the faculty who carried the patient safely through the 
crisis it passed in 1850, we expected all the officious pains 
we see them taking. So we have regarded with moro 
interest the care-worn expression and the tremulous nega¬ 
tion of danger which has farrowed the brows of the 
younger school and is to be seen written out in their bul¬ 
letins. We have noticed a considerable change in their 
expression since seven years ago, which we are obliged 
to attribute to the narrow escape they think they had of 
having the exclusive charge of the illustrious invalid. 
Though they do not swear by the name of Webster or 
Gass, yet their talk is in much the same vein of those 
learned leeches. The preservation of the life of the Union 
is the one thing needful, from which all other blessings I 
are to flow. And yet it is in no danger. It can be in 
no danger. You might as well talk of a sick seraph or 
an ailing angel. These anxious watchers, however, are

cities. Political doctors in larger practice are not so 
much disturbed by the later phases of this capricious 
disorder. 

But our inference from all these medical phenomena 

—not of the sick man, but of his professional attendants 
—is quite the opposite of the opinion they so unanimously 
express. It is common for the physicians of kings and 
princes to hide from them, even to the last, the symptoms 
which go before mortality, and to extend the adulation 
which treated them as of the immortal gods even to the 
gates of death. And it is their habit, top, to hide the 
true condition of their august patients from their subjects 
as well as from themselves. To lie like a bulletin is a 
simile taken from those posted on palace gates when the 
King of Terrors is besieging them, as well as from those 
of victorious generals which predominate over the gazette. 
The immortality of the Union is one of the dogmas which 
it is now thought must be received as an essential prepa¬ 
ration for admission to the paradise of office. But if im¬ 
mortal, why this trepidation when its enemies declare that 
it is not only mortal, but that its life is noxious and hate¬ 
ful, and should be put an end to, at once? Their breath 
surely cannot quench an immortal spark. We suspect 
shrewdly that the doctors know more of the real state of 
the case than they are willing to allow. And we must 
do some of them the equivocal sort of justice to say that 
we believe that, like many other medical attendants on 
Royal deathbeds, they would not break their hearts if the 
sufferer should give up the ghost. Bnt while there is life, 
there is hope, in more senses than one. 

But if they really don’t know more than they pretend 
to, we can tell them that the Union is not merely mortal, 
but that it is afflicted with a black and eating cancer, 
which is congenital with it, which is not a supervening 
disease, but a constituent element of its Constitution. 
This cancer it prides itself upon, as the poor cretins of the 
Alps do on the hideous goitres which are dragging them 
down to death, and its chief care and skill is bestowed 
upon its preservation, its growth and its extension. Now 
these very New School leeches, who profess to understand 
the fatal nature of this horrible schirrus, have looked in 
all their treatment only to confining it to the half of the 
body which it has already converted into a mass of foul 
corruption. They have withheld their hands from it 
with religions care within the domain which it had 
already grasped within its festering roots. Their sole 
philosophy was to keep it withiu that region and to hin¬ 
der it from spreading to the parts that have as yet been 
only sympathetically affected. And they profess to be¬ 
lieve that they have effected this moral and physical im¬ 
possibility. We can tell them that their success, if any, 
is apparent only, not real. Even if checked (which we 
do not believe) on the side they have been guarding, it 
will be only to burst out with fresh virulence in some 
newer direction. 

We can tell these learned men that long continued life 
is impossible, however desirable they may think it, in 
such a case as this. All that can be done is to patch up 
and piece out for awhile longer a Constitution that was 
tainted from its birth and has been growing worse ever 
since. The only alternative which is presented to the 
partially sound remnant of the body politic is either to 
lop off the diseased portion or to await patiently its turn 
to be devoured. To expect that such a distemperatnre 
will either die out of itself or cease to encroach upon its 
more wholesome neighbour is surely as palpably absurd 
as these practitioners profess to consider the treatment 
by the knife and cautery recommended by the consulta¬ 
tion of irregular practitioners held at Worcester. In 
desperate cases it is allowed to exchange the authentic 
curers of tho body for advisers whom the regular schools 
do not recognise. If that assembly were bnt babes and 
sucklings, wo think that praise will yet be perfected out 
of their mouths—if fools, that their foolishness will soon 
be accepted as the only wisdom. We know that the 
Union is doomed and that its end draws near, and we 
have faith that its Northern portion will yet summon 
virtue and strength enough to cut away its worser part 
and live the purer with the other half.

On motion of Mr. Garrison, an invitation was ex¬ 
tended to any and every person present daring the ses¬ 
sions of the Convention, to participate in the proceedings. 

Mr. Garrison then addressed the Coavention, briefly 
setting forth the position, aims and purposes of the Ame¬ 
rican Anti-Slavery Society. He declared the platform to 
be free, and urged those differing with himself, to present 
their views, and convict him of his error, if in the wrong. 

Mr. Powell spoke encouragingly of the auspices under 
which they met, for though the attendance was small 
owing to the storm, with the right, on the side of truth, one 
man was a host, when compared with those who defended 
the wrong. He alluded to the responsibility of the Ame¬ 
rican Government for the sin of slavery, and urged the 
complicity of every loyal oitizen. He also reviewed 
briefly the position of the political parties, and vindi¬ 
cated the superiority of emancipation, as an end, to 
mere non-extension. 

The Convention then took a recess till half-past 2 
o’clock. 

Afternoon Session.— The Convention reassembled at 
2 1-2 o’clock. 

Miss Sarah P. Remond took the floor and B poke in 
vindication of that Christianity which puts in practice the | 
Golden Rule, and that Republicanism which renders ope¬ 
rative the living principles of tho Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence. Tho inadequacy of our Constitution to afford 
protection to coloured citizens—free or slave—or even to 
perfectly protect the white citizen—was demonstrated, 
and every person called upon to utter their protest—their 
indignant protest—against the colossal sin of the age— 
American ohattel slavery. 

Rev. S. J. May called attention to the history of the

W. L. Garrison here reported the remaining resoln- 
, tions from the Business Committee, and proceeded to 
, speak of the extent and malignity of the prejudice against 
- colour—an exclusively American prejudice. It was a 
r wonder that the black race endured it as they had. It 
, would be a great thing when this prejudice could be wiped 
i out. But it should be obliterated. And he appealed to 
the friends of freedom to take special pains to live down 
1 and rebuke this false prejudice. 

Mr. G. then replied to the charge, so often made against 
' Abolitionists, of fanaticism. His fanaticism consisted in 
I standing by the Declaration of Independence, in affirming 
his love of freedom, his regard for the marriage institu¬ 
tion. &e.—this, and no more. Fanaticism was a mad-dog 
cry.

] Evening Session.- -The Convention was opened by sing¬ 
ing an anti-slavery song. 

| Mr. Rebond repeated the invitation before extended, to 
those differing from this Society, to give the Convention 

• the benefit of their views. He hoped they would not wait 

• till the Convention had risen before giving their criticisms 
upon the positions taken in and by the Convention. 

Mr. Gunnison, of Rochester, responded to the invitation 
1 of Mr. Remond by suggesting that multitudes, who were 
firmly opposed to slavery, felt that more efficient service 
conld be done the slave by perpetuating this Union than 
, by labouring for its dissolution. If we have a sick friend, 
we are not to desert, but seek to cure him. 

Rev. S. J. May was glad this question was fairly before 
the Convention. It was an important question whether 
the perpetuity of the Union involved the continuation of 
the sin of slavery. He presented opinions from able men ) 
North and South, to the effect that the Union supported 
slavery, and its dissolution would he tantamount to the 
destruction of the institution. But for himself, while he 
did not fear dissolution, conld justice only be done thereby, 
he still felt unable to see that it was indispensably neces¬ 
sary. He thought the people might, if they would, abolish 
slavery through the Constitution. They had the power 
and it was their duty. And he desired to ask Mr. Gunni¬ 
son if it would not be easier to bring the people to exer¬ 
cise this power under the Constitution than to effect abo¬ 
lition through dissolution. He had no disposition to 
idolize the Union, and felt that it was well to hold disso¬ 
lution up to view, but it was a qnestion of expediency 
which were the better course to take. 

Mr. Gunnison thanked Mr. May for his good Republican 
arguments. His (Mr. May’s) position was similar to that 
of many intelligent persons in the country. He thought 
1 injury rather than good would result from sending out 
the resolution in favour of dissolution. 

Mr. May desired to say that if anything would hasten 
him to the conclusion that the Union ought to be dis¬ 
solved, it was what had been said in the late campaign 
by the Republican leaders. He was shocked at what Sena¬ 
tor Wilson and Speaker Banks had said (cheers). He 
voted the Republican ticket, but was glad now that party 
: did not succeed, for they were not in a condition to assume 
’■ the government. They were not yet strong enough to 
q resist the eoncessious demanded by the Slave Oligarchy. 
He desired either to make the Constitution what it shonld 
be or trample it under foot 1 (Applause.) 

Mr. Garrison said he agreed with Wendell Phillips, 
that God did not Bend him into the world to abolish 
slavery, but to do his duty. Consequences were to be left 
with God. He denied that the question of dissolution 
was one of expediency. The people were absolute wor¬ 
shippers of the Union. It was their God 1 With only 
expediency to bring them, he should despair of ever 
reaching them. Every issue they had made was one of 
complicity with sin. We have never deigned to look at 
expediency. 

Mr. Garrison then proceeded to show the pro-slavery 
character of the Constitution. 

Mr. May inquired whether the Constitution was not 
subject to amendment, and if it would not be easier to 
reform the Constitution than to destroy it. 

Mr. Garrison knew of no delay in morals. He knew 
of no such thing as waiting till a bad thing was made 
good, meantime pledging allegiance to the evil. To 
amend the Constitution, three-fourths of the States must 
unite. How long ere this can be done ? The slave States 
are now a unit. He could not accept of the ground of 
waiting till some future time to be honest. He conld not 
wait for three-fourths of the States to amend the Consti¬ 
tution, but he must himself amend it, as he did, by put 
ting his heel upon it, as upon a rattlesnake! Our fathers 
made government a means, not an end. 

Mr. May asked if lie (Mr. G.) had no evidenoe of the 
growth in the slave States of an anti-slavery sentiment. 

Mr. Garrison did not doubt the existence of such a 
feeling, bnt he knew of no considerable prevalence at the 
South of a sentiment regarding slavery as a sin. The 
States of the South stood before us a unit. 

Mr. W. J. Watkins then took the stand and declared 
himself to he an unadulterated, uncompromising Aboli¬ 
tionist. But there is, said he, a difference of opinion 
among the friends of emancipation, as to the means to be 
made use of to accomplish abolition. Could I see that 
the Constitution is a “ covenant with doath, and an 
agreement with hell,” I should so declare it, and trample 


it under foot. Bnt It is easier to call it such, than to prone 
it to he s o. 

He held that the Constitution, viewed in the light of 
the rules of legal interpretation, is an anti-slavery docu¬ 
ment. Not that such was the opinion or intention of the 
framers, hut such we find it. 

Mr. Garrison—D oes our friend mean to say that the 
Intent and meaning of a compaot is not to be considered ? 
Should not the construction of the framers he adhered to? 

Mr. Watkins thought not. If the tyrant omitted any 
danse necessary to secure his part of the compact, we are 
at liberty to take advantage of it. He held that it was 
an insult to the coloured population to hold that they 
were not included in the “ we ” of the Constitution. You 
cannot ignore the coloured man. For the government 
was instituted to secure the blessings of liberty to “ our¬ 
selves ”—that is, the framers, white people, and “ our 
posterity ’’—that at least included three-fourths of the 
slaves of Yirginia I (Applause.) 

Even if we believed that the clause which has been ren¬ 
dered as justifying the rendition of slaves was intended to 
signify slaves, yet as it does not properly describe them, 
we are not bound by it. He thought the American Anti- 
Slavery Society too prone to go forward to the relief of 
the Slave Power, by claiming their own interpretation of 
this phrase to be the trne one. This was the great fault 
he found with the party. 

Were the spirit of the Constitution carried out, there 
1 would be no slaves. “ No person shall be deprived of 
liberty without due process of law.” “ The privilege of 
the writ of habeas corpus shall not he suspended.” Put 
these two clauses together, and “ Othello’s occupation is 
gone.” The simple provision relative to habeas corpus, if 
adhered to, would set every slave free. We are told that 
tho dissolution of the Union would result in the extinction 
of slavery. I honestly think not. And even were this to 
be the result, the condition of the thousands escaping to 
the North would be little improved by reason of the pre¬ 
judice against colour so virulent here. He conld not 
think the dissolution of the Union the best thing for the 
slave. 

Mr. Garrison desired to inquire if Mr. W. used the 
term “ Union ” in the sense in whioh it was commonly 
employed and understood. 

Mr. Watkins replied that he intended to use language 
in no captions spirit. He believed there was and could 
be no union between Freedom and Slavery (applause). 
Only carry out that Constitution which was ordained to 
secure the blessings of liberty, and which the American 
people love and revere, and slavery will cease. 

Mr. Remond—W ill Mr. Watkins tell us what kind of 
anti-slavery men he considers those men who framed the 
Constitution, and remained slaveholders till death ? 

Mr. Watkins replied that there was not as much light 
then as now, and we need not necessarily impeach the 
moral honesty of those men. There are those even now 
who will attempt to prove from the Bible that slavery is 
right, and there might have been such men then. 

Mr. Remond— Will Mr. Watkins tell us whether he 
believes George Washington to have been a hypocrite, or 
not? 

Mr. Watkins—I do believe Mr. Washington to have 
•been a hypocrite. This is my private opinion, for the first 
time publicly expressed. 

After further conversation between Messrs. Garrison, 
Remond and Watkins, the Convention adjourned till 
Wednesday at 10 1-2 o’clock, a. m. 

SECOND DAY. 

Morning Session. —The session opened with an anti¬ 
slavery song. 

Mr. May reiterated his inability to perceive the neces¬ 
sity of dissolution to accomplish the work of emancipation. 
He could not see how it was to separate the anti-slavery 
from the pro-slavery sentiment. He felt that acting under 
the Constitution did not involve or imply an assent to any¬ 
thing wrong in the construction of it. No compact, agree¬ 
ment or oath could impose an obligation to do wrong. He 
believed that good was done by sending anti-slavery men 
to Congress. When the people become anti-slavery, the 
Constitution will be anti-slavery. 

Mr. Garrison expressed the opinion that great patience 
should he felt towards others who failed to perceive the 
necessity for dissolution, when so firm a friend of the 
slave as Mr. May occupied the same position of doubt 
(hear, hear). He said the work of the American Anti- 
SUitery to the North anti-slavery. So 

long as the North is pro-slavery, the Northern Church 
pro-slavery, there will he no dissolntion. Bnt we are 
labouring for and expecting a change. The oath to sup¬ 
port the Constitution covers an immorality. Hence a man 
cannot do right and take that oath. 

A. M. Powell was disposed to look with less favour 
upon the Republican party than his friend, Mr. May. He 
would recognise fully the merits of the issue presented by 
that party, the non-extension of slavery. But his stand¬ 
point of observation was from the position of the slave, 
and, as one with those in bonds, he felt himself outraged 
and wronged by the present attitude of the party. The 
Republican party “ goes for the Union, even with slavery 
sanctioned by that Union,” says one of the leading organs 
in its support, in Pennsylvania. Mr. Powell read from an 
article in the New York Tribune, the great mouth-piece of 
the party, declaring that it is not its intention to emanci¬ 
pate slaves, nor to benefit the condition of the African 
race, hut only to restrict the spread of slavery. From its 
own testimony, as given us by its chosen organs, and the 
leading members authorized to speak in its behalf, may 
we Bhow the position of this party to be one of hostility to 
the slave. Mr. Powell continued to read from leading. 
Republican journals, and from the addresses of its promi¬ 
nent advocates, extracts defining the position of the party 
and defending it from the charge of abolitionism. He 
referred to the platform that the “ Union must and shall 
be preserved,” and spoke of the purpose of the party to 
bring back the Government to the position in which 
Washington and Jefferson left it. He proceeded to speak 
of Washington’s position respecting the restoration of 
fugitives, and cited the case of his attempt to kidnap his 
runaway slave woman. - 

Mr. Bloss —But he did not get her! 

Mr. Garrison—N o, because of the breeze it created. 

It is notorious of Jefferson, said Mr. Powell, that he 
was not only a slaveholder, but that his own children 
have been exposed for sale in the slave market. Members 
of the Republican party tell ns of the value of the Union 
to the slaveholders and that the security of their slave 
property depends upon Its preservation, and then add 
their willingness and determination to preserve the Union 
at all hazards. We ask and demand the immediate disso¬ 
lution of the slaveholding Union. And do you ask where 
you should draw the liao? With Francis Jackson, I 
would say to you, “ draw it around yourselves.” The 
world is greatly in need of men and women, such as will 
not worship at the shrine of the “ Union ” and Slavery, 
but have rather true reverence for God and humanity. 
Republicans find the Union of little worth to themselves 
south of Mason and Dixon’s line. Not a soul of them dare 
distribute Sumner’s and Seward’s speeches in the streets 
of Charleston. There is already a crack in the Union, and 
the work of separation will go on. 

Mr. J. W. Stebbins took the floor and occupied the time, 
in defence of the Republican party, till the hour of recess. 

Afternoon Session. —Mr. J. W. Stebbbins resumed his 
remarks in defence of the anti-slavery purposes of the 
Republican party, and the anti-slavery character of the 
Constitution. The error of those who conceive that instru¬ 
ment to he a pro-Blavery document, iB in considering it a 
paper of unlimited power. It was far from this. To the 
extent of its power it is anti-slavery, and is so regarded 
by the body of the Republican party. The representation 
allowed for slaves was a recognition that they wore persons, 
not property. It was a foul wrong allowing them hut 
three-fifths representation, hut it was, on the whole, a com¬ 
promise against slavery, not for it. There is not a clause 
in the whole document which, fairly construed, recognises 
the institution of slavery in any shape. It was framed to 
secure the blessings of liberty to all, of whatever colour. 
He regretted that anti-slavery men should occupy ihe 
same ground respecting the Constitution, as that occupied 
by the pro-slavery extremists of tho South. He firmly 
believed the hope of the slave rested in the Union. 
Washington had been alluded to as a slaveholder. No 
man was perfect. Even the sun had spots on its surface, 
hut he must say that Washington was, for the time in 
which he lived, the model man of tho world. Mr. S. con¬ 
cluded his remarks by alluding to the “ Bible argument,” 
and the position of the Methodist Episcopal Church re¬ 
specting slavery, which he claimed to be anti-slavery. 

Miss Anthony here made a stirring appeal in behalf of 
the Finance Committee, calling upon Abolitionists, Repub¬ 
licans, and pro-slavery Democrats to aid in carrying on 
the work of anti-slavery agitation. Those of- all parties 
owe much to this movement, and by furnishing the means 
for atxll carrying on the work, will secure their own ele¬ 
vation to still higher ground.

Recess to 7 1-2 p. m. 

Evening Session.—M r. A. M. Powell took the flow 
upon the opening of the session to discuss the religion! 
aspeet of the cause. He gave an accurate and faithful 
and hence severe portrayal of the position of the Ameri¬ 
can Church upon slavery. 

First, said Mr. P., we believe that liberty is the divine 
right of every human being. That true religion does not 
sanction slavery. All religion, therefore, that does sans 
tion or apologize for slavery musf be false and spurious 
and should be repudiated. We are called enemies of 
religion, infidels, &e. We are enemies of a slaveholding 
religion—a religion which sanctions or apologizes for the 
“ sum of all villanies.” The churches at the South ore 
fully committed to the support of slavery. They sell 
their own members on the auction-block, for gold, with 
which to purchase Bibles, to support their minister!, te 
maintain mimrinnary nllprnfinns. ifal. fUnn-oVs «1 
North are, to a great extent, in religions fellowship with 
those of the same denomination at the South.
